Victory Day Group 
Plans Memorial 


A memorial to honor Greenbelt 
veterans of World War II will be 
ready for dedication to the town 
within 30 to 60 days, according to 
plans of the Victory Day Commit¬ 
tee. A statement issued by the 
Committee reads as follows: 

“At a recent meeting of the Vic¬ 
tory Day Committee by motion it 
was decided to erect a Memorial 
not to exceed in cost the amount 
of cash they have on hand in the 
sum of about 8950.00. 

“A committee was elected to. pre¬ 
pare plans, design, place, inscrip¬ 
tion and dedication day. From a 
general discussion it was the opin¬ 
ion that the Memorial should be 
placed just across the road from 
the business center about where 
the Xmas tree has been placed. 

“An opportunity will be given 
different organizations to place ar¬ 
ticles inside the stone work. The 
minutes of the meeting will be 
placed inside the Memorial with all 
members of the Committee signing 
them. Also a list of all veterans 
who served from Greenbelt. 

“These funds were obtained by 
the holding a carnival in 1943 
when a committee was formed by 
the five members of the then Town 
Council and Town Manager and 
six members for the local Ameri¬ 
can Legion Post.

A Dead Memorial 

We find ourselves totally out of sympathy with the war 
memorial planned by the Victory Day Committee. As en¬ 
visioned by the 12-man board, this memorial will be a large 
stone set in some conspicuous spot near or in the Center. 
It may have a bronze placque affixed to it, on which will 
appear the names of Greenbelters who fell in the war. In 
a steel box to be sealed inside the boulder will be a list of 
all World War II veterans, together with a copy of the 
minutes of the last meeting of the Victory Day Committee. 
A fence will keep children from clambering over the me¬ 
morial. 

The committee is prepared to pay §950 for this lifeless, 
unproductive project, a veritable gravestone. 

We do not know if the committee’s decision is final, but 
we- wonder what the reaction will be to this type of me- 
moi’ial on the part of the families and friends of World War 
II veterans here. 

On the west coast funds are being appropriated to 
finance rental housing projects; the money is being given 
in memory of those who died in the war. In our own county 
a memorial library has been established to honor World 
War II veterans. The books will reach a large part of the 
population of Prince Georges County which has never had 
access to a public library before. 

The income frpm an investment of $950 could be award¬ 
ed annually to an outstanding high school student.

Out On A Limb

our citizens. One wonders, in view of the coming election 
this fall, why the two council members got out on such a 
precarious limb. 


No Sidewalk Sales? 


One item of business brought up at the last Council meet¬ 
ing was an ordinance prohibiting sidewalk sales. Presented 
for a “first reading,” this measure will presumably be voted 
on at the next regular council meeting on May 12. 

Greenbelt Consumer Services, to avoid congestion in our 
already crowded stores, has on occasion sold sugar outside 
the foodstore. This happened when sugar was short, and 
large numbers of persons had to “queue up.” 

Counters have been set up outside the Variety Store to 
facilitate bargain sales. 

Many organizations have raised money through bake 
sales held underneath the arcades. 

We have never heard any objections to these practices. 
It is not as if our sidewalks were already crowded with 
vendors. 

We would like to see the town council try to frame some 
statute to regulate those ubiquitous door-to-door peddlers 
who will make the housewife’s lot miserable this summer.

Sam Reports On Nova Scotia 

“They’re wonderful people!” This is Sam Ashelman’s 
reaction to the Scotch-Catholic communities of Nova Scotia. 
The general manager of Greenbelt Consumer Services re¬ 
cently returned from a lecturing assignment to St. Francis 
Xavier University. As a visiting expert Sam delivered a 
series of talks to a University class on “Trends in Retail 
Merchandising in the United States.” 

Merchandising ideas new to Can¬ 
ada, Sam said, are open displays, 
self-service, and low margins. In a 
typical Canadian store stuff is 
“stuck away on rafters or behind 
• the counters,” he 
I ^aid. Customary 

^H||nHp||L margins are from 
5.to 10 per cent. 

Our visiting 
expert made a 
tour of coopera- 
tJH five enterprises 
Nova Scotia 
m|H that inciuded re- 
tail stores, a ra- 
dio station and 
credit unions, as 
well as fishing 
ASHELMAN and canning co¬ 
ops. Fostered by the University’s 
Extension Department, the co¬ 
operative movement has grown 
phenomenally in Nova Scotia over 
the past 17 years. 

Co-op Radio Station 
Mr. Ashelman was interviewed 
over the air by the Atlantic Broad¬ 
casters, co-op radio station in An- 
tigonish. Started on $30,000 four 
or five years ago, it recently spent 
$40,000 of accumulated earnings on 
improvements. It hires 15 emplo.y- 
ees and puts on a fuil daily pro¬ 
gram. This station has cut out 
soap operas, and tries to keep ad¬ 
vertising to a minimum. Two 
hundred co-op study groups have 
been started by the company, 
which furnishes a discussion ieader 
on the air as a weekiy feature. 

Oldest In North America 
Sam found a “frontier at¬ 
mosphere” in Sydney, N. S., which 
used to be one of the last ports of 
call for wartime convoys. The 
tax on gasoline here was 13 cents 
a gallon, and horse-drawn vehicles 
were very much in evidence. A 
population mainly made up of steel 
workers and miners, their retail 
co-op, the “British-Canadian,” does 
an annual business of 2% million. 

They claim it is the oldest co-op 
in North America. 

A unique burial co-op is one of 
the features of the British- 
Canadian. Upon the death of any 
employee a payment is made to the 
family representing 20% of the 
average annual purchases for the 
preceding three years. 

$12 Carrying Charge 
Sam visited a thriving mutual 
housing association where the car¬ 
rying charges, on a 3-bedroom 
house, are only $12 per month. It 
was established by a community of 
miners who spent a year of study 
on the project, then hired a boss 
carpenter and pitched in to do,' a 
lot of the work themselves. At the 
time the miners had regular em¬ 
ployment only two days a week. 

Mr. Ashlman flew to Monkton, 

New Brunswick from New York 
City, thence by train to Antigonish.

Greenbelt’s financial accounts 
and problems are now shared by 
two local organizations. 

Fred McCarthy, president of the 
Greenbelt Federal Credit Union, 
stated his appreciation this week 
for the added facilities embodied 
in the Prince Georges Bank and 
Trust branch, which opened here 
April 15. 

Only service of its kind in Green¬ 
belt for 10 years, the Credit Union 
will still be on hand to help mem¬ 
bers in need. Membership appli¬ 
cations will continue to be re¬ 
ceived. 

The Greenbelt Credit Union be¬ 
gan with eight members in 1937. 
This number has now increased to 
well over 600, with capital stock 
and assets over $65,000. 

The serving committees and gov¬ 
erning groups consist entirely of 
members, the treasurer and assist¬ 
ant treasurer being personally 
bonded. To obtain a loan the only 
requirement is ownership of a $5 
share. Loans in general cost 1% 
interest on unpaid balances. Car 
loans, the lowest in Maryland ,are 
only % % interest a month. Last 
year a dividend of 2%% was de¬ 
clared on all stock invested. The 
credit committee meets each Wed¬ 
nesday night to consider loans and 
the offices are open Monday, Wed¬ 
nesday, and Friday evening from 
7:30 to 9:30 p. m. for banking or 
loans.

The present policy of the Fed¬ 
eral Public Housing Administration 
in disposing of permanent war 
housing, is to grant present occu¬ 
pants first priority to buy. This 
policy was under constant fire this 
week at committee hearings of the 
House Banking and Currency Com¬ 
mittee. The prevailing sentiment 
was that first priority be given to 
veterans. 

Among those speaking in behalf 
of a veterans first policy have been 
Chairman Jesse Wolcott, former 
congressman Jerry Voorhis, repre¬ 
senting various co-op groups, and 
Phillip Haydon of the American 
Legion. 

Mr. Wolcott declared that FPHA 
should guarantee veterans perman¬ 
ent war housing at reasonable pay¬ 
ments. Non-veterans should be 
prohibited from going into rental 
units until the veteran had a 
chance to e.xercise his priority, he 
said. 

Voorhis, Haydon 

Representing the Cooperative 
League of the U. S. and the Co¬ 
operative Mutual Housing Associa¬ 
tion, Mr. Voorhis urged that per¬ 
manent war housing be sold to 
mutual home ownership associa¬ 
tions, with preference given to vet¬ 
erans’ groups. 

Mr. Haydon categorically stated 
that only veterans of World War 
II and surviving widows be giv'en 
priority to buy these properties on 
credit terms of 10% cash and the 
balance in monthly installments 
over a period of 25 years. If no 
veteran agency or corporation pre¬ 
sented bids, the properties should 
be sold to the highest bidders for 
cash, he said. He also suggested 
that an appraisal board composed 
of two real estate men, one banker, 
one contractor, and one building 
and loan executive or mortgage 
banker be appointed, and that 
some agency other than FPHA ad¬ 
minister the sales. 

Only One Supporter 

Chat Paterson, national legisla¬ 
tive representative of the Ameri¬ 
can Veterans Committee, has been 
the only witness to give approval 
of the present FPHA policy. “We 
think these people have a right to 
convert their tenure into owner¬ 
ship if they so desire. . . . We do 
not feel that this policy conflicts 
with proper consideration of the 
claims of veterans. As a matter of 
fact, more than half the present 
occupants are veterans ... In 
some areas, 99 per cent of the 
families moving into war housing 
now are veterans’ families.” 

When Chairman Wolcott asked 
Mr. Paterson if he felt he was ade¬ 
quately representing a veterans’ 
organization, Mr. Paterson an¬ 
swered, "... I hav'e just made 
clear our (AVC’s) philosophy that 
we do feel a responsibility for the 
other citizens in the community as 
well as the veterans. We cannot- 
set ourselves apart from the rest 
of the community.” 

Congressman William J. Miller 
of Connecticut testified at the re¬ 
quest of McAdams of the Housing 
Association. He urged that the 
“present status quo be continued 
for another 12 months from now, 
say about June 30, 1948.” 

Defend Cash Sales 

Congressmen also attempted to 
explain that the recent recom¬ 
mendation of sales for cash only 
would not discriminate against 
veterans. As summed up by Con¬ 
gressman Parke Banta, veterans 
cooperatives could finance them 
through FHA or other government 
agencies, “but we would not re¬ 
quire the purchaser to have all 
cash ... as long as there is a cash 
return to the Treasury.”
